t was not long before we received orders to join

of ſkin, and I proceeded in the utmoſt torture. 
This misfortune l owed to the plumpneſs of my con- 
ſtitution, which I curſed,. and envied the withered 
gondii; of my comrades, whoſe bodies could not 
pare juice enough to. ſupply. à common iſſue, and 
were indeed proof againit all manner of friction. 
The continual pain I felt made me frerful, and my

another, expreſs a ſurpriſe at the conduct of Lord 
Stair, whd had the reputation of à good general. 
But it ſeems, at this time, that nobleman was over- 
ruled, and only acted in an inferior charaQter; ſo 
that no part of the blame could be imputed to bim, 
who declared his diſapprobation of the ſtep, in con- 
ſequence of which the whole army was in the utmoſt 
danger; but providence or deſtiny ated miracles in 
their behalf; by . the Duc de Gramont to 
quit his advantageous poſt, paſs the defile, and attack

carriage opened a paſſage for the foe to Hanau, whi- 
ther they immediately marched, leaving their ſiek 


and wounded to the care of the French, Who next 
day took poſſeſſion of the field of battle, buried the 


dead, and treated the living with humanity.---This 
circumſtance was a conſolation to us, who thence 
took occaſion to claim the victory; and the genius of 


the French nation never appeared more conſpicuous 


than now, in the rhodomontades they uttered on the 
ſubject of their generolity and courage: Every man 


[by his own account} performed feats that eclipſed all 
the heroes of antiquity.---One compared himſelf to 'a 


lion retiring at leifure from his cowardly- purfuers,. 
who keep at a wary diſtance, and gall him with their 


darts,—Another likened himſelf to a bear that re- 


treats with his face to the enemy, who dare not aſſail :
